History  Hunting 

Rochester  Commission  Updates  Historical  Records 
By  Kenneth  J.  Souza 


For  the  seven  members  of  the  Rochester 
Historical  Commission,  digging  into  the  town's  past  has 
taken  on  a  literal  meaning  of  late,  as  they  work  on  a 
project  to  catalog  and  inventory  the  town's  numerous 
cemeteries  and  burial  grounds.  According  to  Historical 
Commission  Chairman  Barbara  Besse,  the  group  is 
hoping  to  gather  pertinent  information  to  update  both  the 
town's  historical  records  and  those  kept  on  file  by  the 
state. 

"All  the  information  will  be  sent  to  the  state  to 
keep  on  file  ...  and  we'll  keep  copies  for  our  own  records," 
Ms.  Besse  said.  "That's  part  of  the  Historical 
Commission's  job  —  to  research  information  and  update 
(state)  records." 

Ms.  Besse  noted  that  her  seven-member 
commission  —  which  also  includes  Betty  Beaulieu,  Anna 
White,  Susan  LaFleur,  Dan  and  Martha  Wright,  and  Alan 
Vieira  —  recently  received  a  $10,000  grant  from  the  state 
to  begin  updating  the  town's  historical  records.  And  while 
they  work  on  tracking  down  the  ghosts  of  the  town's  past, 
they  are  also  seeking  help  from  the  living  in  cataloging 
the  town's  historical  buildings,  sites  and  other  points  of 
interest. 

"(The  Rochester  Historical  Commission)  has  been 
around,  but  there  wasn't  much  done  for  about  20  years," 
Ms.  Besse  said.  "The  Historical  Society  started  cataloging 
some  of  the  houses  ...  and  we're  working  on  the 
cemeteries  right  now.  We're  also  looking  to  gather 
information  on  historical  homes  and  other  sites  in 
Rochester  —  including  monuments  and  churches." 

Unlike  the  volunteer-based  Rochester  Historical 
Society,  the  members  of  the  Rochester  Historical 
Commission  are  appointed  annually  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  are  charged  with  the  preservation, 
protection  and  development  of  the  town's  historical  and 
archaeological  assets.  Though  the  two  groups  often  work 
together  on  similar  historical  projects,  it  is  the  Historical 
Commission  which  gathers  research  for  the  state. 

The  commission  is  currently  engaged  in 
researching  and  inventorying  data  on  old  burial  grounds 
and  home  and  churches  of  historical  interest  built  before 
1847.  Approximately  one-third  of  the  town's  oldest 
buildings,  up  until  1850,  were  researched  in  the  1970's 
and  will  be  updated. 

"We're  working  on  inventorying  the  ten 
cemeteries  in  Rochester  right  now,"  Ms.  Besse  said.  "They 
include  the  First  Parish  Cemetery,  the  Union  Cemetery, 
the  East  Rochester  Cemetery,  the  Old  Parish  Cemetery,  the 
North  Rochester  Cemetery,  the  Pierce  Cemetery,  the 
Sherman  Cemetery,  the  Ellis  Family  Burial  Ground,  the 
Ashley  Cemetery,  and  the  Pierceville  Cemetery.  There's 
also  the  Braley  Cemetery  on  Featherbed  Lane  and  the 
Perry  Family  Cemetery  down  by  Mary's  Pond  —  they're 
not  listed  in  the  (town's  records),  but  we  know  they're 


there." 

The  Rochester  Historical  Commission  would 
welcome  any  inpui  of  historical  information  pertaining  to 
Rochester  that  it  -night  not  already  have.  If  an  owner  of  a 
home  with  historical  value  has,  for  their  own  interest, 
compiled  its  history  and  would  be  willing  to  share  this 
research,  including  any  relevant  anecdotes  or 
commentary,  it  would  be  much  appreciated.  The 
commission  can  be  contacted  by  writing  to:  Rochester 
Historical  Commission,  P.O.  Box  323,  Rochester,  MA 
02770.  Commission  members  will  gladly  respond  to 
inquiries  or  questions. 

Ms.  Besse  added  that  she  hopes  this  work  will 
lead  to  bigger  and  better  things  in  the  future  —  maybe 
even  an  historical  museum  for  the  town.  "Hopefully,  we'll 
have  a  museum  some  day,"  she  said.  "We  have  quite  a  bit 
of  stuff  to  start  with.  We're  not  a  rich  (group),  actually.  But 
if  somebody  wanted  to  leave  us  (a  building),  we  wouldn't 
refuse  it." 

When  the  commission  has  completed  their 
research,  additional  projects  will  be  undertaken.  The 
Historical  Commission,  working  in  conjunction  with  the 
Historic  Preservation  segment  of  the  Master  Plan

Rochester  Selectmen's  Meeting 

August  25, 1997

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Rochester  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  August  25  at  7:00  pm  by 
Chairman  Richard  Cutler.  Also  present  were  Selectman 
William  Chamberlain,  Selectman  Lorraine  Roy  Hawkes, 
Executive  Secretary  Russell  Dean,  and  Administrative 
Assistant  Veronica  Lafreniere. 

After  approving  the  minutes  from  the  meeting  of 
August  11,  the  board  met  with  members  of  the  Porter  Bog 
Company,  Inc.  regarding  a  Notice  of  Intent  for  using  Lot 
2Aon  Rochester  Assessor's  Plan  11,  which  is  taxed  and 
classified  as  agricultural  and  horticultural  land  but  is  to 
be  used  as  residential  land.  Raymond  St.  Jakes  has  sold 
his  house  on  High  Street  in  Wareham  and  he  would  like 
to  move  to  Rochester.  The  rest  of  the  property  outside  of 
the  house  lot  is  currently  a  cranberry  bog,  which  could 
create  problems  with  the  Board  of  Health  (BOH)  and 
Conservation  Commission  (ConCom).  The  question 
would  be  whether  a  septic  system  could  be  placed  on  the 
property  without  interfering. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  have  120  days  to  decide 
whether  they  would  like  to  buy  the  lot  at  full  and  fair 
market  value  to  be  determined  by  an  impartial  appraiser. 
Since  the  Planning  Board  has  already  signed  off  on  the 
Notice  of  Intent,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  signed  it  as  well. 

At  7:15  pm,  the  board  met  with  Town  Clerk  Naida 
Parker  regarding  the  approval  of  town  by-laws.  After

being  sent  for  approval  to  the  Attorney  General  of 
Massachusetts,  four  by-laws  that  were  already  approved 
by  voters  were  passed  by  the  state.  Structure  and  height 
limitations,  the  adult  entertainment  center,  the  re- 
establishment  of  the  dates  for  elections  and  Town 
Meetings,  as  well  as  the  amended  law  regarding  vehicles 
on  private  property  were  all  successful. 

At  7:30  pm,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  recessed  their 
regular  meeting  and  called  a  Special  Town  Meeting  to 
order  on  the  Rochester  Town  Green.  This  meeting  was 
held  for  the  voters  of  Rochester  to  consider  the  following 
five  articles: 

•  Article  1:  Purchase  Open  Space  -  To  ratify  the 
affirmative  vote  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  June  9, 
1997  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $100,000  for  the 
purchase  of  Open  Space  in  the  Town  of  Rochester. 

To  date,  165  acres  of  open  space  exists  in  the 
town,  but  what  will  be  done  with  the  land?  One  voter 
asked  if  hunting  and  fishing  will  be  permitted  in  such 
space.  That  question  could  not  be  answered  because  no 
one  knows  what  parcels  of  land  will  be  bought.  The 
motion  was  carried  and  approved  by  voters. 

•  Article  2:  To  Accept  a  Private  Way  as  a  Public 
Way  -  The  town  will  vote  to  accept  Pauline's  Way  as  a 
public  way  in  accordance  with  the  layout  shown  on  the 
plan  entitled  "Subdivision  Plan  of  Land  for  Mary  C. 
Leonard  in  Rochester." 

Voters  wondered  if  the  street  had  been  checked 
and  approved  by  the  Highway  Surveyor,  who  agreed  it 
had.  It  was  estimated  to  cost  $25,000  to  repair,  but  the 
repairs  do  not  have  to  be  completed  right  away.  When  put 
up  for  vote,  the  motion  was  carried  and  approved. 

•  Article  3:  Prior  Year  Bills  -  To  see  if  the  town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  money  for 
the  purpose  of  paying  prior  year  bills.  The  total  cost  is 
$3,835.02.  To  pass,  the  article  would  require  a  9/10 
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majority  approval  vote. 

When  asked  what  the  money  would  be  used  for, 
Selectmen  Chairman  Richard  Cutler  replied:  "Some 
unexpected  bills  have  come  up,  including  costs  to  clean 
up  an  oil  spill,  as  well  as  paying  off  $2,400  worth  of 
insurance  premiums."  The  motion  was  carried  and 
approved  unanimously. 

•  Article  4:  Chapter  90  Funds  Appropriation  -  To 
see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  provisions  of  Chapter  113  of 
the  Acts  of  1996  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $209,975  from 
available  funds. 

These  funds  will  be  used  in  fixing  the  town  roads 
and  highways,  and  it  will  be  used  when  the  money  comes 
in.  There  will  be  no  cost  to  the  town.  When  put  to  the 
vote,  the  voters  carried  and  passed  the  motion. 

•  Article  5:  Appropriation  for  Old  Rochester 
Regional  School  Repairs  -  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  or 
appropriate  the  funds  to  pay  for  a  share  of  the 
renovations  needed  at  Old  Rochester  Regional  High 
School.  These  repairs  will  occur  within  the  next  fiscal  year 
(1998).  The  motion  was  carried  and  passed  by  a 
unanimous  vote. 

With  no  further  articles  on  the  warrant,  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  adjourned  at  7:55  pm. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  reconvened  their  regular 
meeting  at  8:00  pm  with  a  hearing  for  Michael  Murphy  of 
Murphy's  Auto  Salvage.  A  public  hearing  was  held  upon 
a  request  from  Murphy's  Auto  Salvage  for  a  Class  III 
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license  to  buy,  sell,  exchange,  or  assemble  second-hand 
motor  vehicles  and  parts. 

Mr.  Murphy,  who  already  holds  one  license, 
asked  the  board  for  another  while  he  moves  his 
establishment  from  one  lot  to  another.  The  old  license  will 
remain  in  effect  until  January  1, 1998.  Up  until  that  time, 
Mr.  Murphy  will  be  clearing  out  and  cleaning  up  his 
property  at  35  County  Road. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  were  willing  to  grant  Mr. 
Murphy  a  second  license,  but  made  it  very  clear  the 
second  one  will  expire  after  December  31, 1997.  In 
December,  the  board  have  agreed  to  tour  the  old  property 
to  see  what  kind  of  shape  the  area  is  in.  Depending  on 
how  the  old  property  looks  will  have  plenty  to  do  with 
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the  future  plans  of  licenses  and  such.  The  consensus  of  the 
board  sided  with  Selectman  Hawkes  when  she  said:  "I  am 
not  comfortable  with  two  licenses  out  there,  but  the  entire 
operation  must  be  moved  by  the  end  of  the  year."

Coutu  regarding  the  Fiscal  Year  1997  Encumbrances.  Ms. 
Coutu  included  a  list  of         nineteen  town  groups  which 
have  encumbrances.  The  total  for  all  groups  included  was 
$177,149.90; 

•  An  invitation  from  Thomas  Hudner  Jr.,  the 
Commissioner  of  the  Department  of  Veteran's  Services, 
requesting  the  board's  presence  at  the  State  Veterans 
Cemetery  Groundbreaking  Ceremony.  The  event  will  be 
held  on  October  8  at  11:00  am  in  Agawam.  The  cemetery 
is  located  on  Route  159  at  the  Intersection  of  Main  and 
River  Roads  in  Agawam.  The  public  is  invited  to  attend. 

With  no  further  business  to  consider  for  the 
evening,  the  board  unanimously  voted  to  adjourn. 
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Acushnet  Selectmen's  Meeting 

August  25, 1997

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Acushnet  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Monday,  August  25  at 
6:00  pm  by  Chairman  Robert  St.  Jean.  Also  present  were 
Selectman  Everett  Hardy  Jr.,  Selectman  Peter  W.  Koczera, 
and  Executive  Secretary  Elaine  Miranda. 

The  board  first  met  with  Town  Treasurer  John 
Nunes  and  Town  Accountant  Alan  Coutinho  to  review  the 
progress  in  the  town's  financial  matters  for  the  week.  Tax 
Collector  Lillian  Garbaciak  was  not  present  for  the 
meeting.  Mr.  Nunes  said  he  has  completed  the  October, 
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1996  reconciliations  and  he  was  able  to  find  an  estimated 
$4,200  adjustment  which  hadn't  been  made.  He  also  noted 
that  he  found  a  variance  of  some  $34,000  in  the  November 
statements. 

"I've  been  working  at  it ...  but  this  is  basically  not 
my  problem,"  Mr.  Nunes  said.  "I'm  attempting  to 
reconcile  another  person's  books."  The  board  said  they 
understood  this,  and  were  appreciative  of  Mr.  Nunes 
patience  and  diligence.  "We  realize  it's  not  your  (errors) 
and  we  appreciate  your  efforts,"  Chairman  St.  Jean  said. 

When  asked  why  there  were  such  large  variances 
between  the  Town  Treasurer's  books  and  the  Town 
Accountant's  books,  Mr.  Nunes  could  only  attribute  it  to  a 
"lack  of  ability  to  complete  bank  statements  correctly," 
referring  to  his  predecessor  and  the  town's  current  Tax 
Collector. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  asked  Mr.  Nunes  about 
some  cash  and  outstanding  checks  which  were  discovered 
in  the  Town  Hall  vault  when  he  started  as  Town  Treasurer 
—  money  which  had  neither  been  accounted  for  nor 
deposited  as  of  yet.  The  board  requested  that  Mr.  Nunes 
deposit  this  money,  even  though  they  had  not  yet  tracked 
where  it  came  from. 

Town  Accountant  Alan  Coutinho  wanted  to  know 
if  the  Special  Town  Meeting  slated  for  next  month  would 
have  to  be  postponed  if  Mr.  Nunes  could  not  finish 
reconciling  the  books.  But  the  Board  of  Selectmen  said  the 
Town  Meeting  would  go  on  no  matter  what.  "We  have  no 
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intention  of  postponing  Town  Meeting,"  Chairman  St. 
Jean  said.  The  board  noted  that  the  deadline  for  articles  on 
the  upcoming  Special  Town  Meeting  warrant  is  Friday, 
September  5. 

The  board  then  unanimously  voted  to  appoint 
Ronald  Matton  to  fill  a  vacancy  on  the  Board  of  Appeals 
as  an  alternate  member.  Selectman  Koczera  said  he  knew 
the  two  sole  applicants  —  Bob  Picard  and  Ronald  Matton 
—  and  he  wanted  to  thank  both  of  them  for  expressing 
interest  in  the  position. 

On  a  similar  note,  the  board  also  noted  vacancies 
on  the  Trust  Fund  Commission,  the  Acushnet  Cable 
Television  Committee,  and  the  Acushnet  School 
Committee  (in  the  wake  of  Luis  DaRosa's  recent 
resignation).  Those  interested  in  serving  on  any  of  these 
boards  should  send  a  letter  and  resume  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  c/o  Acushnet  Town  Hall,  122  Main  Street, 
Acushnet,  MA  02743.  The  deadline  for  all  three  positions 
is  Friday,  September  5  at  3:00  pm.  Interviews  for  the 
School  Committee  position  will  be  held  during  the  next 
regular  Selectmen's  meeting  (Monday,  September  8)  at 
7:00  pm. 

Under  incoming  correspondence  for  the  week,  the 
board  received  a  memo  from  the  Billing  Department 
regarding  demand  and  interest  on  water  and  sewer  bills. 
According  to  the  memo,  the  computer  which  does  the 
billing  is  programmed  to  charge  interest  on  the  total  bill 
and  starts  charging  on  the  thirty-first  day  after  the  billing 
date.  As  such,  a  decision  needs  to  be  made  before 
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September  5,  at  which  time  interest  will  begin  to  accrue. 

In  absence  of  a  town  by-law  governing  billing 
procedures,  Chairman  St.  Jean  suggested  they  request  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  (BPW)  to  extend  the  due  date  on 
these  bills  past  30  days  until  this  matter  could  be  rectified 
at  the  upcoming  Special  Town  Meeting  —  or  simply 
extend  the  payment  deadline  to  December  31,  after  which 
time  the  billing  process  will  be  corrected.  With  that,  the 
board  unanimously  moved  to  request  that  the  BPW  waive 
all  interest  and  demand  on  water  and  sewer  bills  until 
December  31, 1997. 

The  board  next  received  a  letter  from  Donald 
Gaspar  who  expressed  his  interest  in  filling  the  vacancy 
on  the  BPW  in  the  wake  of  Manuel  Raposa's  resignation.

Seeing  that  no  other  persons  applied  for  the  position, 
Selectman  Koczera  moved  to  appoint  Mr.  Gaspar  to  the 
BPW  to  fill  out  Mr.  Raposa's  term  through  the  next 
Annual  Town  Election.  The  board  unanimously  approved 
the  appointment. 

Resident  Bill  Krause  next  sent  a  letter  to  the  board 
along  with  a  copy  of  a  "Letter  to  the  Editor"  from  Bob 
Cook  of  New  Bedford  expressing  his  concern  over  the 
proposed  expansion  of  the  New  Bedford  Regional 
Airport.

At  7:00  pm  the  board  met  with  Police  Chief 
Michael  Poitras  to  discuss  appointing  new  part-time 
police  officers  from  the  upcoming  list  of  people  who  have 
passed  the  recent  Civil  Service  exam.  Chief  Poitras 
explained  that  the  Civil  Service  exam  is  only  given  every 
three  years  now,  and  that  limits  his  opportunity  to 
appoint  new  part-time  officers. 

"Very  simply  stated,  we  get  a  chance  to  replenish 
our  police  force  every  three  years,"  Chief  Poitras  said. 
"Generally,  I  put  on  four  or  five  every  three  years  ...  but 
this  year  I'd  like  to  request  seven.  That  way  we  can  only 
take  four  or  five  if  we  have  to.  I'm  asking  now  because  the 
exams  were  just  given  and  the  (Civil  Service)  list  comes 
out  September  1." 

The  board  unanimously  approved  Chief  Poitras' 
request  to  seek  out  up  to  seven  new  part-time  police 
officers  from  the  forthcoming  Civil  Service  list.  On  a 
similar  note,  the  chief  wanted  to  discuss  age  requirements 
for  newly-hired  police  officers.  Chief  Poitras  said  there  is 
a  state  statute  on  the  books  which  would  require  the  town 
to  hire  first-time  candidates  over  the  age  of  32  —  but  until 
the  town  voted  to  accept  that  provision,  he  was  not 
required  to  hire  persons  over  that  age. 

Chief  Poitras  added  that  he  is  not  anxious  to

At  7:30  pm  the  board  met  with  Donald  Lopes  of 
the  Cable  TV  Committee  and  Town  Accountant  Alan 
Coutinho  regarding  the  hiring  of  part-time  workers  to 
videotape  public  meetings  in  Acushnet  for  later  broadcast. 
Mr.  Coutinho  said  that  although  these  people  would  be 
using  town-owned  equipment,  the  IRS  informed  him  that 
they  could  be  hired  as  independent  subcontractors  of  the 
town,  and  would  be  responsible  for  their  own  taxes. 

Mr.  Lopes  said  he  intends  to  pay  these  people  a 
set  fee  for  each  meeting,  following  the  same  structure  as 
now  used  in  Fairhaven.  The  rate  would  be  determined  by 
the  Cable  TV  Committee.  A  question  was  raised  as  to 
whether  there  would  be  a  conflict  of  interest  with  these 
people  "hired"  by  the  town  taping  public  meetings.  The 
Board  of  Selectmen,  therefore,  agreed  to  seek  an  opinion 
from  the  State  Ethics  Commission  both  regarding  these 
future  part-time  workers  and  the  continuance  of  Donald 
Gaspar's  cable  television  show  now  that  he  is  an  elected 
town  official. 

In  other  business,  the  board  unanimously  voted 
to: 

•  Request  that  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
(DPW)  power-wash  and  re-paint  the  memorial  cannon 
outside  of  Town  Hall  in  preparation  for  the  new  veterans' 
memorial  plaque  which  will  be  installed  near  it  and 
dedicated  on  November  11;  and

HEARTWORMS  REVISITED 

I  don 't  believe  in  giving  my  dog  lieartworm  medicine. 
What's  the  big  deal? 

Heartworms  are  common  in  the  area  between 
Wareham  and  Fairhaven.  This  means  that  dogs  that 
are  not  on  preventative  medicine  have  a  high  risk  of 
being  infected  by  a  mosquito  that  is  carrying  heart- 
worms.  Dogs  do  not  need  to  come  in  contact  with 
other  dogs  to  get  heartworms. 

/  don 't  want  to  get  my  dog  tested  for  heartworms.

So  not  only 
is  your  dog  at  risk,  but  you  are  putting  other  people's 
dogs,  cats  and  ferrets  at  risk  as  well.

Are  you  concerned  about  town 
taxes,  services,  water,  waste 
and  the  quality  of  life  in 
Mattapoisett? 

If  you  are,  please  read  this  open  letter 
to  residents  of  Mattapoisett.  In  order 
to  ask  you  to  support  our  efforts  we 
have  to  tie  together  a  list  of  events 
which  you  may  have  seen  reported  in 
the  press  but  which  you  may  not 
know  are  as  a  result  of  our  efforts. 

If  you  agree  with  us,  together,  we 
may  be  able  to  stop  town  taxes  from 
rising  further,  remove  waste  and  sec- 
ond agendas  and  make  certain  that 
decisions  are  made  openly  to  benefit 
the  majority  of  us.  In  fact  our  ongo- 
ing efforts  are  already  saving  each 
and  every  Mattapoisett  taxpayer  $34 
in  1997. 

Earlier  this  year  hundreds  of 
Mattapoisett  residents  voted  for  a 
change  of  direction  but  few  have  the 
time  or  desire  to  stand  up  night  after 
night  at  town  meetings  to  make  it 
happen.  Until  this  past  year  the 
views  of  what  we  believe  is  a 
substantial  majority  of  residents  have 
been  poorly  represented.  But  during 
1996/7,  with  a  new  selectman  and 
the  active  intervention  of  a  few  of  us 
who  are  prepared  to  take  a  stand  ar.d 
be  visible,  we  have  begun  to  make 
major  changes  in  how  the  town  is 
managed. 

Many  people  in  town  were  shocked 
when  the  accusations  of  sexual 
misconduct  came  to  light  at  the 
school  and  that  these  events  appear  to 
have  been  swept  under  the  rug.  But 
if  the  same  elected  and  appointed 
officials  remain  in  office  year  after 
year  there  are  no  checks  and 
balances,  just  a  few  who  make 
decisions  behind  closed  doors. 

In  just  the  past  six  or  eight  months 
we  have  improved  the  management 


of  your  tax  money  in  the  hands  of 
the  Treasurer.  $3,000,000  dollars 
which  sat  in  a  checking  account  was 
promised  to  be  invested,  earning 
interest  -  reducing  the  amount  of 
taxes  the  town  must  raise  by  any- 
thing up  to  $30,000  each  year. 

WE  stopped  the  Fire  Department's 
smoke  masks  from  being  wrongly 
purchased  out  of  a  21/2  exclusion 
which  would  have  raised  taxes  - 
saving  another  $20,000.  We  fought 
to  keep  town  employees  salary  in- 
creases down  and  to  appoint  a 
Personnel  Board  to  fairly  oversee  the 
Town's  future  wage  levels  and 
benefits. 

WE  brought  to  light  the  fact  that  we 
have  a  right  to  televise  our  public 
meetings  -  now  all  of  us  can  watch 
our  government  in  action. 

WE  discovered  the  potential 
pollution,  and  loss  of  revenue  at  the 
landfill.  We  are  still  fighting  to 
make  sure  that  Mattapoisett  does  not 
spend  around  $100,000  to  pursue  the 
opening  of  a  regional  landfill  -  an 
ongoing  battle  against  decisions 
made  away  from  public  scrutiny,  the 
inefficient  and  wasteful  use  of  Town 
Counsel^  and  a  Board  of  Health 
which  has  to  be  more  accountable. 

As  a  result  of  our  efforts,  the  District 
Atiorney  investigated  the  actions  of 
the  Board  of  Health  and  the  DEP  is 
gaining  ground  in  ensuring  that  the 
landfill  is  shut  down. 

But  this  effort  is  just  the  beginning, 
the  major  problems  -  the  repair  of 
our  crumbling  roads,  the  shortfall 
when  we  cap  the  landfill,  installation 
of  sewers  and  maintenance  of  our 
water  system  and  schools  which 
creates  a  need  for  millions  of  dollars, 
are  looming  in  the  next  year  or  two. 

The       town      demonstrated      its 


unwillingness  to  vote  for  debt 
exclusions  and  overrides  for  these 
expenses  in  May  and  now  we  have  to 
address  how  we  are  going  to  pay  for 
what  is  needed. 

We  have  to  change  the  way  in  which 
we  manage  the  town.  We  have  to 
look  at  how  we  spend  our 
$11,000,000  budget,  raised  at  the 
current  tax  level,  and  cut  out  what  is 
wasteful.  We  have  to  plan  to 
replace  our  infrastructure  within  our 
budget.  We  have  to  find  new  blood, 
independent  people  with  new  ideas, 
to  run  for  office. 

Few  elections  for  town  officials  are 
contested.  The  incumbent  is  often  the 
only  choice  and  some  have  become 
so  entrenched  that  they  do  not  attend 
candidates  night,  do  not  make  any 
statement  as  far  as  their  intentions 
are  concerned,  but  expect  and  in  the 
past  have  succeeded,  in  making 
elected  office  a  career.  What  follows 
is  inevitable  nepotism  -  more  of  our 
town  officials,  employees  and 
contractors  are  related  than  you  can 
count!  This  town  faces  problems  and 
a  rising  tax  rate  which  may  well 
depress  property  values.  Our 
remaining  stores  and  businesses  will 
be  driven  out  like  the  A&P  and  the 
pharmacies  and  eventually  only  the 
wealthy  will  be  able  to  live  here. 

And  now  you  rightiy  ask  who  is 
WE? 

A  couple  of  years  ago  WE  were  those 
one  or  two  people  who  attended 
selectmen's  meetings  and  dared  to  ask 
questions.  Then  after  Michele  Bernier 
won  her  seat  on  the  Board  and  light 
seeped  into  the  selectmen's  meetings 
the  numbers  grew  and  more  questions 
were  asked. 
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Now,  at  any  selectmen's  meeting 
up  to  twenty  or  thirty  people  have 
replaced  the  one  or  two  lone 
stalwarts,  there  are  television 
cameras  and  anyone  who  is 
housebound  or  just  too  busy  to 
attend,  can  see  what  goes  on  from 
their  home. 

By  the  spring  of  1997  WE  had 
grown  to  a  hundred  or  more 
loosely  linked  people  who  met, 
or  networked  on  the  phone,  to  try 
and  address  the  issues  in  town. 
Although  we  have  had  some 
success,  which  we  have  described 
above,  we  decided  that  if  we  were 
to  bring  about  the  'change  of 
direction'  needed  to  keep 
Mattapoisett  the  same,  we  could 
only  do  it  if  we  became  more 
formally  organized,  supported  and 
funded. 

This  'change  in  direction' 
is  a  fundamental  issue  and 
one  on  which  we  want  to 
be  completely  clear.  Those 
that  oppose  our  actions 
claim  that  we  are 
attempting  to  'change' 
Mattapoisett. 

Not  so!  Many  of  our  sup- 
porters were  born  in  town 
or  have  lived  here  most  of 
their      lives.  We     want 

Mattapoisett  to  retain  its 
values,  retain  its  appear- 
ance and  remain  'special'. 
Unfortunately  it  is  those 
who  have  been  in  office 
that  have  allowed 
Mattapoisett  to  change.

six  years.  We  have  to 
change  direction,  or  we 
will  lose  the  Mattapoisett 
we  knew  and  loved. 

Another  criticism  is  that  WE  are 
polarizing  the  town.  Again,  not 
so!  Democracy  does  that.  We 
each  support  and  vote  for 
candidates  with  different  and  often 
opposing  views.  The  process 
separates  or  polarizes,  but  that  is 
healthy.  It  is  not  the  polarization 
which  should  be  feared,  but  the 
silence  and  lack  of  an  alternative 
viewpoint.

'members',  we  do  not  publish  our 
mailing  list.  It  is  a  non-profit 
association  to  promote  and  further 
the  common  goal  of  its  supporters 
and  we  are  prepared  to  stand  up 
and  present  their  views.

'To  ensure  that  all  future 
elections  in  Mattapoisett 
are  contested.  To  address 
whatever  issues  arise,  to 
support  qualified  candidates 
for  those  elected  positions 
and  to  work  to  achieve 
open  and  efficient  town 
government' 

To  do  this  between  now  and  the 
next   election,    when    we    will

MPAA  rating:  R.  At  Cinema  140 
in  New  Bedford. 

Most  of  the  aptly  named  Mimic,  a  synthesis  of  Alien 
and  Invasion  of  the  Body  Snatchers  and  your  pick  of  several 
X-Files  episodes,  takes  place  in  a  dark,  abandoned  New 
York  subway  tunnel.  For  half  the  movie,  the  only 
illumination  comes  from  flashlights  or  yellow  glow -sticks. 
Bats,  I  suppose,  will  have  no  problem  with  Mimic,  but 
human  eyes  need  the  occasional  light  source.  Yes,  once 
again  I  must  make  the  illogical  and  highly  unreasonable 
demand  that  we  be  able  to  see  wlwt's  going  on.  Horror 
movies  are  supposed  to  be  dark,  but  this  is  overkill. 

Mimic  is  an  amusing  creepshow,  but  nothing  more. 
Coming  from  Mexican  director  Guillermo  del  Toro,  whose 
previous  film  was  1992's  elegant,  original  vampire  movie 
Cronos,  that's  a  letdown.  What  distinguished  Lronos  was  its 
attention  to  character  nuance,  and  del  Toro  shows  some  of 
that  here  in  the  early  scenes.  But  the  script,  which  del  Toro 
wrote  with  Matthew  Robbins  and  the  uncredited  John 
Sayles  and  Steven  Soderbergh  (among  others),  quickly 
becomes  yet  another  haunted-house  variation,  with  at  least 
one  boo!  every  reel.  You  begin  to  appreciate  the 
postmodern  awareness  of  the  kids  in  Scream,  who  would 
nave  seen  Alien  and  known  not  to  poke  at  strange-looking 
pods  covered  in  slime. 

Mira  Sorvino,  projecting  warmth  and  intelligence,  is 
entomologist  Susan  Tyler,  who  engineers  a  breed  of  insect 
that  imitates  and  exterminates  city  cockroaches  carrying  a 
deadly  disease.  Within  six  months,  the  roach  problem  is 
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solved,  but  a  new 
problem  is  in  the  works. 
The  superbug,  which  is 
supposed  to  die  off 
quickly,  refuses  to 
oblige.  Instead,  it's 
breeding  and  learning 
how  to  mimic  other 
species  —  including  us. 
How  can  you  tell  who's 
human  and  who's  a 
Mimic?  Well,  I'd  say  the  antennae  would  be  a  dead 
giveaway. 

Susan  and  her  husband  Peter  Mann  (Jeremy 
Northam),  a  scientist  with  the  Centers  for  Disease 
Control,  delve  deep  into  the  aforementioned  tunnel,  a 
place  both  wombliKe  and  tomblike,  where  the  Mimics 
breed  and  kill  (a  subtext  worthy  of  David  Cronenberg  — 
sex  equals  death,  fertility  equals  infestation). 
Accompanying  them  are  a  comic-relief  subway  cop 
(Charles  S.  Dutton)  and  a  bug-fodder  detective  (Josh 
Brolin);  there's  also  a  "special"  little  boy  (Alexander 
Goodwin),  who  communicates  with  the  human-shaped 
bug  via  musical  spoons  and  calls  it  Mr.  Funny  Shoes.  Um 
...  okay.  Which  of  the  screenwriters  got  stoned  and  came 
up  with  tliat? 

The  last  half  of  Mimic  is  routine  seat-jumper  stuff, 
with  Mr.  Funny  Shoes  and  its  many  insect  buddies  (who 
have  no  shoes,  comical  or  otherwise)  chomping  and 
sliming  their  way  through  the  small  cast.  The  set-up 
promises  more  thoughtful,  Cronenbergian  scares  than  we 
get  —  there's  a  fascinating  scene  in  which  Susan  takes 
two  street  kids  on  a  tour  through  the  insect  world. 

The  potential  is  there  for  a  smart,  gripping  thriller 
that  draws  connections  between  the  Mimics  and  the 
frequently  insectoid  human  race  —  why  else  is  the  buggy 
F.  Murray  Abraham  in  the  movie?  Instead,  it  dumbs  itself 
down  to  a  summer-movie  bash,  complete  with  gas-main 
explosions.  Diverting  but  forgettable,  Mimic  is  a  hair  (or 
antenna)  above  The  Relic,  which  isn't  saying  a  whole  lot.

Friends  Looking  for  Friends 

The  Friends  of  the  Friends  Meetinghouse,  a 
volunteer  group  which  supports  the  restoration  and 
operation  of  the  1759  Long  Plain  Friends  Meetinghouse  in 
Acushnet,  is  looking  for  new  members.  The  Friends  of  the 
Friends,  as  they  are  known  among  themselves,  is  a 
loosely-organized  group  which  collects  no  dues,  asks  for 
no  financial  contributions  from  its  members,  and  only 
meets  occasionally.  But  the  work  it  does,  supporting  the 
restoration  and  cooperating  in  the  activities  held  at  the 
venerable  meetinghouse,  is  important  and  rewarding. 

The  Long  Plain  Friends  Meetinghouse,  located  at 
1341  Main  Street  in  the  northern  part  of  Acushnet,  was 
built  in  1759  and  operated  as  a  Quaker  meetinghouse 
until  1965.  In  1985,  a  group  of  Acushnet  residents, 
concerned  about  the  dilapidated  condition  of  the  old 
building,  approached  the  Quakers,  who  were  also 
worried  that  they  were  unable  to  finance  the  building's 
upkeep.  This  meeting  eventually  resulted  in  the  property 
(2.57  beautiful  acres,  including  a  burial  ground)  being 
turned  over  to  the  Acushnet  Historical  Commission, 
which  then  proceeded  to  get  the  property  listed  on  the 
U.S.  National  Register  of  Historic  Places,  and  embarked 
on  a  five-year-project  to  completely  restore  the  building.  A 
rededication  and  the  startup  of  a  modest  Quaker  Museum 
occurred  in  1991. 

The  Friends  of  the  Friends  open  the  meetinghouse 
and  its  museum  to  the  public  every  Sunday  afternoon 
during  the  summer  months  and  sponsor  three  FREE 
summer  concerts  on  the  meetinghouse  lawn.
